Paw! Spring (Part # 1074) 


‘The pawl spring is a thin, curved piece of heat-treated metal (giving it slightly blue 
calor) which is mounted into the ratchet lever and pushes against the pawl laminated 
assembly. The assembly then pushes against the notches in the key carriage, moving the 
key currage forward after each cut is made. A properly installed pawl spring can last 
from months to years. 


Symptom: The key carriage will no longer advance. Check to be sure the pawl spring is 
centered in the "track" of the ratchet lever, IF the pawl spring has broken you can see that 
it no longer reaches the notches in the key carriage to push the carriage forward,

Replacing the Pawi Spring 


Remove the bey carriage and omer bot 
1. Remove rhe key carriage by removing the small screw on underside of the key cutter. 
nce the screw has been removed the carriage stop pin will drap out ofthe unit and 
you can slide the key carriage out 


2 Unscrew the rubber "feet" from the underside of the key cutter. 


3. Remove the 2 nots on the body of the unit (the side with the name plate) using a 9/16" 
socket. 


4. Locate the 3 boks on the underside of the key cutter that are lined up below the name 
plate side ofthe outer half. Remove these 3 boks from the underside ofthe key cutter 


using a 9716" socket, Once these ure removed you can remove the outer half of the 
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©. Hold the new pawl spring so the end af the spring curves toward you and the angie at 
the bottom of the spring faces away from vou (se Illustration 2).

7. Position the key cutter with the handle facing away from you. Insert the new pawl 
spring by placing the screw in the spring and positioning the spring between the main 
and the ratchet lever. Tighten the screw. 


$. Tum the cutter back on its side and look to see if the spring is centered in the track of 
he ratchet lever. The spring should not touch either edge of the ratchet lever, but be 
suspended in the center (see Ilustration 3), Recheck the position ofthe spring, adjust 
and retigħted the screw. If the spring is installed backwards it will work afew times, 
but will quickly break. 
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Replace the oner half 


Replace the outer half and loosely replace the 2 outside nuts and the 3 bolts on the 
underside Alternate tightening between the nuts and the bolts until all are snug. Be 
sure the handle moves freely 


Replace the rubber fet 


S. Replace the key carriage. A fiction pin which protrudes into the carriage pathway 
may offer resistance as the carriage is inserted. With some cutters it is necessary to 
‘each into the carriage pathway from the hack ofthe opering and manually depress the 
pin in order to inser the carriage. 


10. Replace the carriage stop pin on the underside of the cutter and secure it by replacing 
the holding screw. Press the handle 8 times to test that the key carriage advances 
properly.
